Washington, Feb. IG.—The navy de­ 
partm ent has been informed by cable 
th a t the cruiser Chicago has arrived 
at Acajutla, Salvador, whither she had 
been sent from Magdalena bay to look 
after American interests during the 
existing friction 
between Nicaragua 
and Honduras.

IG.—The 
San 
Francisco school controversy, growing 
out of the segregation of the Japanese 
school children in that city, has been 
settled. 
Th** basis of the agreement 
reached at the White House confer­ 
ence is that Mayor Schmitz and the 
m em bers of the school board will, im­ 
mediately after the passage of the im­ 
migration bill as reported by the con 
forces in congress, abolish the Orien­ 
tal schools and again admit Japanese 
into the white schools. 
The president 
and Secretary 
Root gave 
the San 
Franciscans assurance that if the bill 
is not passed an extra session will be 
called immediately after the adjourn­ 
ment on March 4. 
The abolishment 
of the 
Oriental 
schools of course applies only to the 
use of them by the Japanese. 
Their 
m aintenance for the Chinese will be 
coni inned 
Mayor Schmitz gave out the follow­ 
ing signed statement: 
“We have come to a satisfactory un­ 
derstanding upon tho assumption that 
congress will pass the amendment to 
th** immigration bill introduced Feb. 
13. 
Until the am endment is enacted 
into law we shall make no statement. 
as to what the understanding is.” 
Mayor Schmitz received the answer 
of the Japanese government to his 
proposition for separate schools from 
Secretary Root and after conferring 
with the members of the school board, 
he again called 
at the state depart­ 
ment and 
informed Secretary 
Root 
that 
the 
school 
board had 
finally 
reached an Agreement to rescind its 
order establishing the Oriental schools, 
but no action will be taken in this di- 
reetion until the immigration bill, in­ 
cluding the exclusion amendment, had 
boon passed by congress and signed by 
tile president. 
They 
submitted this 
agreement to Secretary Root in writ- 
i ing. 
Amicable Agreement Reached. 


T he Californians called at the White 
I House at I o’clock p. rn. and after a 
i short conference with the president 


j and Secretary Root announced that an 
i amicable agreement had been reached 
and Mayor Schmitz promised to give 
out a formal statement in the evening. 
Secretary Root, who remained with 
the president for some time after the 
San Franciscans left the White House, 
was rather noncommital 
in his ob­ 
servations of the result of the confer 
enee. 
He did admit, 
however, that 
‘‘everybody looked serene,” but would 
not say whether 
a complete agree­ 
ment 
had been reached. 
He 
add* *! 
that naturally the 
president and the 
California delegates would await the 
action by congress on tho immigration 
bill with regard to restricting Asiatic 
coolie labor coming into this country 
No official statem ent was issued at the 
W hite House. 
An agreement was reached in the 
senate late in the afternoon to vote 
on the conference report on the im­ 
migration bill Saturday and the Re 
publican senators who are in charge 
of the measure declare that the hill 
will undoubtedly be passed. 
No se­ 
rious opposition 
when the 
measure 
reaches the house of representatives 
I? anticipated. 
The Japanese ambassador, Viscount 
Aoki, refused to make any comment 
on the situation, pending further com­ 
m unication with his government. 
The California 
delegation 
in con­ 
gress 
is divided

credit is due for the settlem ent of the 
question of excluding 
the Japanese 
Laborers. 
Representative. Hayes, w_ho 


is spokesman 
for tho

people of the Pacific coast states, hut 
insists that this is only a temporary 
arrangem ent, which must later be fol­ 
lowed by a treaty with Japan exclud­ 
ing the coolie laborers.

Providence, R. I., Feb. IG.—Another 
name was added to the list of victims

colored waiter, who was one of those 
saved, died at the East Side hospital 
In this city.

reduces the 
number of survivors of the IGO persons

covery. 
The 
identification of the 
seventy- 
six bodies that have

has so far progressed that only eight 
remain unclaimed.

W ashington, Fob. IG.—Startling tes­ 
timony concerning alleged 
plans to 
m assacre colored soldiers at Browns­ 
ville, Tex., by men from the town fir­ 
ing over the barracks to stam pede the 
soldiers and challenge to them to come 
out of the barracks, was given by ne­ 
gro ex-soldiers at the investigation be­ 
fore the senate committee on military 
affairs. 
The most 
sensational story 
told was that of William Mapp, who 
was a member of Company C, Twenty- 
fifth infantry. 
Mapp 
was asked 
if ho 
had 
ever 
heard any discussion of the shooting 
which caused him to suspect any per­ 
sons. 
He replied that 
at breakfast 
on the morning following the shoot­ 
ing ho heard Wilburt Vosiohelle, the 
reservation corral boss, and a white 
man wdio had been 
in charge of the 
corral prior to the 
arrival of a bat­ 
talion of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, 
discussing 
the case. 
According 
to 
Mapp’3 story Vosichelle said: 
“Well, It is a good tiling it happened 
as it did. 
I was out in town last night 
and the crowd came in front of me. 
The plan was to catch 
a lot of you 
fellows in Allison’s saloon and massa 
ere you.” 
Mapp said that the rem ark was not 
addressed to him and that he did not 
question Vosichelle. 
He said that Allison is the former 
soldier who had started 
the saloon 
for the purpose of getting the negro 
soldier trade, the other saloons having 
barred the members of the negro hat 
talion. 
Vosichelle is now in W ashing­ 
ton, having 
been subpoenaed 
as a 
wit ness. 
Before giving this testimony Mapp 
said that on the night of the shooting 
he had been awakened by the firm 
and had gone to the window of his 
quarters, and from there he saw sev­ 
eral gun flashes and the shots seemed 
to be directed over the barracks. 
A 
man 
with 
a 
deep voice, 
he 
said 
shouted: “Come out you b l a c k 
’ 
(using an approbrious epithet and mak 
ins it applicable to the troops). 
Mapp 
said this challenge was repeated sec 
oral times during the firing, but the 
call to arms was then sounded and he 
hurried to get dressed and fall in wdth 
his company. 
He said the shooting 
and 
the shouting were 
outside the 
wall at the end 
of Company B bar 
racks.

New York, Feb. IG.—Despite the ap­ 
prehension felt over the interruption 
>f the trial of Harry Thaw, there ap­ 
pears to he no basis for a doubt that 
tin* case will be resumed, as planned, 
on Monday. 
Juror Joseph B. Bolton, 
the death of whose wife necessitated 
the present recess, 
lias, it is stated, 
communicated to Judge Fitzgerald the 
expectation of boing able to again take 
his place in tile jury 
box when the 
case is called. 
Thaw, who had been 
reported as 
cast down at th** possibility of a mis­ 
trial. declared himself to be in good 
health when his wife visited him at 
the Tombs. 
If his spirits were not in 
keeping with his physical condition he 
did not make the fact known. 
With 
his wife the prisoner went over the 
hundred or more* let tors and belated 
valentines 
that the morning 
mails 
brought him. 
None seemed to please 
him more than a sympathetic message 
from a little girl in Baltimore. 
Both District Attorney Jerome and 
the lawyers for the defense are of Hie 
opinion 
that the trial 
will be 
con­ 
tinued 
Monday. 
It is not 
experted 
now that Mr. Jerome will ask Monday 
for the appointment of a commission 
o inquire into the mental condition of 
Thaw. 
Mr. Jerome made 
this point 
clear on the part of the prosecution, 
while Lawyer Dan O’Reilly insisted 
on behalf of the defense that Thaw* is 
of sound mind today and that there­ 
fore it would be futile to apply for the 
appointment 
of

commission 
in 
lunacy. 
Both sides, it is understood, 
want to have the ease tried out and 
hope that there will be no flirt lier de­ 
lays.

stands Thaw 
is as­ 
sumed to he of sound mind. 
None of 
the experts called by the defense has 
said that in his opinion Thaw is in­ 
sane now. 
Dr. Evans, 
whose testi­ 
mony is not complete, 
testified this 
week that in his opinion Thaw was of 
unsound mind when he killed White, 
also that he was of unsound mind dur­ 
ing the first three visits he made to 
the Tombs, but that Thaw improved 
thereafter. 


Thaw Is of Sound Mind Today. 
All the experts to lie called by the 
defense will, it is said, 
testify that 
Thaw is of sound mind today. 
The 
alienists 
to testify 
for 
the 
prosecution will, it is said, insist that 
in their opinion 
Thaw is not 
only 
sane today, hut that he was sane the 
day after he killed Stanfold White. 
Th* experts for the 
prosecution are 
Doctors Flint. MacDonald and Mahon, 
three of the best recognized alienists 
iii this country. 
They will, it is un­ 
derstood, testify that they have no 
way of determining whether Thaw was 
sane when he killed Stanford White; 
that when they saw* the prisoner on 
June 26 and again on June 27, 190G, 
he refused to submit to an examina­ 
tion and although during the trial they 
have observed him In court they have 
not been permitted to converse with 
him. 
They would like an opportunity 
to do so, It is said. 
Tile defense announced their plans 
for next week. 
Dr. W agner and Dr. 
Evans, the alienists, will he recalled 
to 
tell of 
conversations had 
wit ii 
Thaw and which the court has ruled 
may 
be 
admitted. 
The 
prisoner’s 
wife will tlien conclude her story, af­ 
ter which Mrs. William Thaw, the de­ 
fendant’s mother, will be called. For 
her the ordeal, it is believed, will he 
made as brief as possible. 
Mrs. Thaw 
is expected to tell principally of the 
early life of her son and whether she 
discovered in him anything having a 
bearing on the present question of his 
recent insanity.

Drills Dost-Dis, at* Ii icporter the other 
afternoon w h i t ho thinks the attitude 
of his people is Iii the present situ a ­ 
tion which is thought to lie serious iii 
official circles a t W ashington. 
“A grave m istake has been m ade,” 
said Ivajiw ara, “in talking about w ar 
at this time. 
I think the trouble can 
Ire settled peaceably, and talk of w a r 
only 
ag g rav ates 
the 
situation 
aud 
makes it more difficult to solve. 
“ If the school authorities in Califor­ 
nia say th a t only Jap an ese below a 
certain ag** shall be allow ed iii tho 
public schools Jap an will , m ake no 
rem onstrance. 
If she did, I would not 
take sides w ith lier. 
I believe th a t 
Japanese stu d en ts over a c e rta in age 
who come to th e United S tates should 
go to the colleges here a n d pay for 
their tuition. 
“ But Ja p a n e se children under the 
term s of tile treaty betw een Jap an 
and the U nited States have as much 
right to a tte n d Hie public schools as 
have children of H erman, French. Ita l­ 
ian or o th e r nationality w here sim ilar 
treaties exist. 
It is not Just th a t these 
Japanese children should 
be forced 
Into separate schools, because then the 
chief object of their coining h e r e - to 
learn English—would be rendered im ­ 
possible. 
“ Most of the trouble, I think, lies 
111 the fact th a t the Ja p an ese are not 
understood in this country. 
They are 
certainly not understood in California, 
and lf they are not am derstood there 
and not tre ate d justly there still the 
whole United States m ust be held re­ 
sponsible for that. 
You see It is not 
generally know n hew careful Ja p a n 
is iii only allowing those to leave her 
shores w ho will represent her well. 
“Of course this does not apply to the 
coolies or laboring classes. 
They are 
allowed to come over here to do their 
sort of w ork w ithout hindrance. 
And 
these have perhaps been responsible 
for much of the feeling in California 
against the race. 
They have had tro u ­ 
ble with the labor unions an d hurt 
Japan in th a t way. 
“ But the educated classes—those who 
come to the United States to learn aud 
to advance themselves are very differ­ 
ent. 
W hen one of these w a n ts to leave 
Japan, la* finds It very difficult.

officer of the governm ent will go to bls 
house an d find out from lits fam ily ff 
the young person has enough money to

E. R. Jones, local m anager of the 
N orthw estern Telephone E xchange corn 
pany has received proposed floor plans 
of a new exchange for tho company at 
Brainerd. 
These plans have been pre­ 
sented to Messrs. M. J. Reilly and R. 
P arker, both of whom will consider tho 
m a tte r of building to accom odate tho 
com pany on th e second Moor. 
In w rit­ 
ing to Mr. Jones tho officials at St. Baul 
state d th a t the work necessary a t B rain­ 
erd was so extensive th a t only tho gen­ 
eral officials could state when it would 
be done. 
T he proposed plans however 
are of a m agnitude which indicate an 
abiding faith in the fu tu re of th is city 
on the p art of the com pany. 
They are 
for a six section switch board, with a d ­ 
ditional room for sis sections more, or 
four tim es the present capacity of tho 
exchange. 
They also include the entire 
reconstruction of the exchange and tho 
estab lishm en t of the com mon battery 
system . 
By this system two only are 
pu t on one line and n eith er party can 
hear the o ther party ’s boll ring or cen­ 
tral ring when calling th e oth er party. 
So far as the ringing is concerned the 
lines will be the same as single lines. 
T he central battery will weigh over five 
tons. 
T he plans also include a large retir­ 
ing room for the hello girls to use when 
off d u ty and a large room for the public 
in connection with the long distance 
booth, besides store rooms, cilices, etc. 
T ho parties who are to build this 
su m m er are invited to su b m it proposi­ 
tions for the furnishing the qu arters 
for a long term of years.

T he national child labor convention 
recently in Mission a t Cincinnati lis­ 
tened to a stirring address by Senator 
A. .I. Beveridge. 
Ile told his hearers 
th a t the continuation of child labor in 
fact try and mine w as creating an ele­ 
m ent 
in 
American citizenship more 
dangerous to property th an the bomb 
of the dynam iter, says the Scrap Book. 
“ And not only is physical danger to 
property m anifesting itself in incendi­ 
ary fires, in unreasoning molts, in shots 
through inoffensive window’s, lait it 
will finally m anifest itself in votes to 
th e destruction of the very purpose 
and reason for which this governm ent 
of free and equal men w as founded.” 
The child labor system Is in opera­ 
tion now, Senator Beveridge declared, 
in spite of attem pted denials. 
“ As I speak to you thousands of 
children are at work in cotton mills, 
glass factories, sw eat shops and on 
th e breakers of mines. 
Their bonos 
are not yid hardened, their brains are 
yet the brains of in fan ts—they are still 
In w h a t should be the very first period 
of their gro w th—and yet the m aterials 
for the foundation of their life’s de­ 
velopm ent are being utterly shattered 
th e ir norm al grow th Is being stopped. 
th e ir bones m ade crooked, their hacks 
forever bent with the stoop of an 
eternal old age, their m inds stunted 
th e ir characters perverted and m al­ 
form ed. 
“Iloilowr cheeked, sunken eyed, w eak 
nerved, puny and vicious souled, hun 
deeds of thousands of m iserable little 
c re a tu res are being still fu rth e r degen­ 
e ra te d by a system of greed as foolish 
as It Is wicked.” 
R eferring to 
his 
o w n 
early 
life, 
w hich w a s a far from easy struggle, 
the se n a to r said th a t a t least he had 
w orked in the open air—on the farm , 
o n th e railroad grades and later in tho 
logging cam ps—until he could get to 
college, with Its “saving forces of the 
true, tile beautiful an d the good.” But. 
he added, “ I do not p erm it m yself to 
th in k o f my life from tw elve to nine­ 
teen y ears of age, because it m akes me 
bitter.” H e continued:

In the states In 
w hich this practice is w orst the Int 
menso m an ufacturing and mining in­ 
terests are so pow erful th a t they either 
prevent the passage of thorough laws 
or, w hat is rf good deal worse, enact a 
m utilated law .which m akes the people 
believe th a t their legislature has done 
all it could, while at the sam e time 
th e evil Itself goes on.”

pointed nor did it have long to wait 
T he first speech w as m ade by Mr. Bur­ 
ton of Ohio, in the course of which lie 
com pared the A m erican 
navy with 
the Japanese to the advantage of the 
former. 
He 
offered 
an 
am endm ent 
striking out tile provision for an ad­ 
ditional 
battleship 
of 
the 
D read­ 
nought tyno, thus lim iting the num ber 
to the one which w as authorized at 
the last session of congress. 
Speaking In support of his motion, 
Mr. Burton called attention to the in­ 
evitable tendency of advancing civili­ 
zation toward peace, the untiring en 
deavors of nations not involved in con ­ 
flict to prevent 
w ar betw een other 
countries 
betw een 
which 
contro­ 
versies 
arose. 
He 
spoke 
of 
the 
growth of arbitration as a m eans of I 
settling disputes and the intolerable j 
burden 
of m aintaining 
arm ies and 
navies, which m ust soon lead to a con­ 
cert of action and a lim itation of arm a­ 
ment. 
He said that In the United States in 
recent years the exp en ses of the m ili­ 
tary and 
naval estab lish m en ts 
h«.d 
grown to be five tim es as great as in 
1887, only tw enty 
years ago, 
an in­ 
crease out of all proportion to that of 
other exp en ses of the governm ent. 
H e deprecated the war talk in re­ 
gal’d to Japan, and contrasted the size 
of the navies of the countries, sh o w ­ 
ing that with shills 
now under con­ 
struction 
the 
navy 
of the 
United 
States 
would 
be nearly 
two-thirds 
larger than that of the Japanese and 
was at present a half larger. 


United States Should Lead. 


Finally, 
lie said that the 
U nited 
States, of all the nations of the world, 
should take the lead in the m ove for 
a 
limitation 
of arm am ents, 
looking 
hopefully forward 
to the tim e 
when 
peace and am ity should exist am ong 
tin* whole hum an race. 
Mr. Crum packer of Indiana said he 
favored the big ships for the protec­ 
tion of the Philippines. 
“I believe,” 
he said, "that the Philippines tire the 
sword of D am ocles hanging over the 
head o f this republic,” 
and he con­ 
tinued that they 
im pose a resp onsi­ 
bility which w e should he prepared to 
meet In the right way. 
Considerable interest w as aroused 
by Mr. Longworth of Ohio, who said 
that while very generally he relied on 
tim good 
judgment of his 
colleague 
(Mr. Burton), in this particular case 
he was obliged to disagree with him. 
Tho chairman of the appropriations 
com m ittee, Mr. T aw ney of Minnesota, 
supported the Burton am endm ent on 
the ground of econom y.
